The effectual fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. James v. 16. 

This is the testimony of a man who had 
served the Truth for over thirty years. We 
know him as James, the Just. He was one of 
the children of Joseph, therefore a close rela- 
tion of Jesus of Nazareth, speaking after the 
manner of the flesh. Some have thought him 
one of the chosen twelve disciples but this is 
not so, although he was true follower after the 
Christ. History records him as a man extreme 
ly just in all his dealings and as one who was 
held in high repute by those who desired knowl- 
edge upon intricate points of doctrine and wis- 
dom respecting the best manner of expressing 
what they believed to be Truth. For his clear 
understanding of righteousness he was chosen 
to the Bishopric of Jerusalem and was the head 
of the Christian Church (during Apostolic 
days). 

This letter which he wrote for the general 
edification of the Jews who had been convert- 
ed to Christianity gives us a very fair idea of 
those thoughts which he held respecting social 
distinctions, honors of state and the deference 
paid the rich and powerful by men of the world 
generally. 

In the early days of the Christian Church, 
the poor and defenceless followers after Jesus 
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Christ were much persecuted and afflicted by 
the rich and powerful leaders of the recognized 
churches. This state of affairs James, the 
Just, saw was directly opposite the gospel 
teaching of his Master with respect to persons. 
So he grapples with the great social question 
and what he says-in that letter concerning the 
rich and powerful and the poor and dependent 
is just as true today as then, and his conclusions 
can be taken as standard decisions for both 
church and state respecting our duties to each 
other, just as his words were received by the 
searchers after truth in the early days of the 
Christian Church; for true Law is always the 
same whether spoken today or ten thousand 
years ago. 

We receive the impression regarding this 
apostle’s character that he felt strongly for the 
masses, for the downtrodden, the widowed, the 
fatherless, the sick and sorrowful and that he 
had a clear understanding of man’s duty to man 
in raising his fellow creatures out of their 
bondage and sicknesses. We have evidence 
that he worked earnestly among them, and 
here we have his testimony after the hard labor 
of thirty years in healing the sick, comforting 
the afflicted, relieving the poor, that the effect- 
ual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much. 

Now James knew of what he was speaking. 
Had he not prayed? May we not think that 
one who had heard the truth directly from our 
Savior’s lips and had spent so many years re- 
peating his words and performing the same 
acts, was a righteous man and knew of what 
he was speaking? 

It must be the prayer of the righteous man. 
Now what may we conclude is a righteous man? 
One who thinks right thoughts, one who 
speaks right words, one who performs right 
deeds, for it is a man’s thoughts, words and 
deeds that are the man, that constitute his 
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being, and if these all be right then is he in- 
deed a righteous man. Now right thoughts 
must be thoughts of Truth, thoughts of God, 
for only that which is true of God is true in- 
deed. What is a man’s thought of God? 
First does he think about God, then what does 
he think of God? Upon these thoughts turns 
his whole character, making him what he is 
and moulding all around him, his circumstan- 
ces and environments, 

“Come, let us reason together” saith our Lord, 
Let us find what are the right thoughts re- 
specting God; for remember, James says, it is 
the prayer of « righteous man, the right-think- 
ing man that availeth. Now the men who pray 
all have one thought when they lift up their 
hearts’ desires to their God. First it is that 
their God is powerful to grant all that they ask. 
That the true God is all-powerful, that nothing 
can prevent Him, that nothing can withhold 
him from doing that which it is his desire to do. 
Ali agree to that and no one doubts it—else 
he never would lift his voice. Here is the 
first right thought. It is a reasonable thought. 
Next comes the thought that God is a living 
Presence, one who can hear and neither space 
nor time, has any power to prevent, whether He 
is close at hand or far away it matters not. 
He is everywhere and he can hear and to this 
God we lift our peiiiions. Our God is all- 
powerful. He is present everywhere so thinks 
the right-thinking man. He is a Loving God, 
else IT woula not kneel before Him expecting 
Him to grant my request. St. John says God 
is Love, an ever-present Love, an all-powerful 
Love. God is all Good, unchangeable Good. 
God is Wisdom. Wisdom is all-powerful and 
loves her children and will not withhold any 
good thing in all the earth from her own. So 
reasons the right-thinking man and when he 
speaks he speaks right thoughts—he asketh 
not amiss—he asks for that which he knows the 
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Father is giving him continually and it is true 
of him “that while they are yet speaking I 
will answer them.” 

Prayer is the acknowledgment of the source 
of all we have and all we wish for. It is com- 
munion with God. It is a Law of Love that 
there must be one who veceives a blessing as 
well as one who gives, so there must be a 
response upon the part of one who would 
receive good as well as the offering of 
the bountiful giver. “Stretch forth thy 
hand” is the Law of Him who gives. “Ac- 
knowledge me and I will pour you out a bless- 
ing.” Prayer is not to change God, not to 
change the great Unchangeable, but it is to 
change man, to draw up that which thinks it 
can go away from Good, to bring back that 
which thinks it has strayed from the workings 
of the Good. 

By taking in mind the attitude of prayer, man 
comes under the Spiritual Law of acknowl- 
edging God, and if man acknowledges God in 
all his ways then great blessings shall be the 
reward. Prayer is the working out of a great 
Principle. It is one of the mysteries of God- 
hood, that lies at the heart of man waiting to be 
solved. Through all the ages men have prayed 
and many are the Gods they have prayed to. 
Always this thought has had life and substance 
in the mind of man that he must pray—it is 
life of his life, wisdom of his wisdom that prayer 
to someone is necessary. Everyone prays, 
whether upon his bended knee or with a glance 
of the eye. Some pray to God and some to 
men. Every act is a prayer, an asking with 
the hope of fulfillment. Men pray to men for 
money, for bread, for help in sorrow, for the 
curing of disease, and though the words are 
not formulated and expressed, each act of ask- 
ing or demanding is a prayer of doubt or assur- 
ance of receiving that which you desire of men. 
When man turns these same petitions to the

Giver of all things then he has commenced to 
think righteous thoughts. Men have answered 
prayer just as men are expected to, unwilling- 
ly, selfishly, grudgingly. God answers just as 
the righteous expect him to, willingly, lovingly, 
bounteously. 

By right prayer the petitioner comes into one- 
ness with the Will that grants all prayers and 
then it seems to be his own wisdom, his own 
judgment, his own right ways that bring about 
the Good he desires. Such is the working of 
the Law. He who acknowledges no Will but 
the one Will puts away from him every thought 
that is not of Good. God thinks only Good— 
His Will is for the Good and He never holfs 
back from his children that which they know 
to be Good. 

How many of the children of men have had 
strange thoughts respecting the Good, respect- 
ing the Will of God! They have judged God 
in their mind as one who is less generous than 
an earthly father, who is less just than an up- 
right King, who hates some men and loves 
others, a respecter of persons, who gives fa- 
vors to the few and withholds benefits from the 
many, who sends evil and then repents, who 
changes like the wind, who hath decreed a 
thing and then at the screaming and crying of 
men will revoke his merciless decrees. Oh! 
strange, strange thoughts! And to this change- 
able God men have wailed and pleaded and 
cried, and rise up from their knees heart-sick 
and sore, knowing that their prayers have 
reached a heaven of brass. How long it has 
taken the children of men to know their God 
and to cry unto Him and not to this strange be- 
ing so uncertain, so awful in his wrath, so hate- 
ful in his ways towards men. 

To whom have you prayed? Isit to the great 
unchangeable Love, to the all-powerful Good 
that knows no evil? Have you thought of the 
Great God who made all things that are made, 
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as giving you loathsome diseases, odious de- 
formities, cruel conditions, disappointment, 
poverty and degradation? Then indeed you 
have not known the Will of God and it is not 
strange that after a night of earnest pleading 
prayer, you have risen from your knees and said 
“Thy Will be done” believeing that it is still his 
Will that you are afflicted. Had you said “Thy 
Will be done on earth as it is in heaven” and be- 
lieved in your loving Father, then would you 
have known how His Will is done in Heaven. 
Is there any unhappiness in Heaven? Is there 
any sickness or death or pain there? Is there 
any sorrow or tears in Heaven, yet is not the 
Will of God supreme there? Then how can 
you expect the Will of God done on earth here 
to bring disease and sorrow and poverty? Oh! 
Faithless generation and hard of hearts! Turn 
about and behold the sun of righteousness with 
healing in its beams. 

God pours out His everlasting health and 
strength and wisdom. Take them—You must 
take them; it is His Law. If you have an inher- 
itance waiting for vou and you will not apply 
for your money or send your address, if vou will 
not ask for your own can you expect to get it? 
Though a lover vow eternal devotion to a maid 
and she will not believe him, can all his proffer- 
ed love bring her happiness? It is the law of 
love that one must receive as well as one must 
give and though God pour down the loving 
rays of the sun of healing, if vou walk not out 
into the sun—it shines not for vou. How can 
you think that God sends you poverty, sickness 
and distress.. The Great Teacher gives us a 
beautiful story by which we may know our 
Father of Love. The grand old man, whose son 
left him and spent his inheritance in a_ far 
country and reduced himself to the rags and 
dry husks of degradation, never ceased to love 
that son, never upbraided him, but was ever 
watching and waiting for one word of news. 
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for one sign of asking for help; and when it 
came, O, the hurrying to help him, O, the joy 
and feasting, nothing but rejoicing and giving 
of good gifts. Did that father visit the rags 
and hunger and sorrow and misery upon that 
son? Indignation arises like a storm at such 
an insinuation. One who would ask such a 
question would be considered strangely igno- 
rant of the fatherly love of that grand charac- 
ter. Yet what has been said of our Father? 
What a fearful misunderstanding of the Divine 
seing, the loving God whose love is unlimited 
and unchangeable. No wonder those darken- 
ed minds keep their aches and pains, their sor- 
row and deprivations, when their very prayers 
are rebellion against what they believe their 
God has decreed. Strange inconsistencies of 
false belief, unreasoning faith, misleading and 
misguiding at every turn. Get wisdom—Get 
wisdom speedily! Where? you ask. James 
says “If any of you lack wisdom let him ask 
of God who giveth to all men liberally and up- 
braideth not; andit shall be given him.” 
James knew—he had asked and it had been 
given him. He knew his God—that God 
blames no man for ignorance and foolishness, 
but gives to him freely when he asks. God 
gives even without asking. If it were not so, 
thenwe wouldsadlylackallthosethings wenow 
enjoy, life and our love and our strength and 
health, wisdom, peace, success, all the good 
things that we have so bountifully received 
without once asking. God pours all these upon 
usand we rarely thank him, but cry out and wail 
if they are not given us. But when we would 
realize more of his bounty, then we must be 
active in fulfilling the law of love—no longer 
passive. God fulfills his law by pouring his 
goodness upon us. We must fulfill it by receiv- 
ing his goodness. It is the good will and pleas- 
ure of God to give to the children of earth freely 
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and bountifully, let us not limit His love or gen- 
erosity. 

Do we know good gifts? Then does not our 
Father? If we can see the goodness of health 
and love and riches, can He not see it? If you 
ask of your father bread will he give you a 
stone? Learn your Father. Learn His ways. 
Think His thoughts. Know your Father to be 
the Good, ‘everywhere ‘present, all-powerful, 
all-loving, all-wise, creating only the Good, 
and knowing only the good; and He creates and 
gives and knows all that truly is, all that really 
exists. He is your health and your strength, 
your wisdom and your riches, and he surrounds 
you in the silence waiting to be acknowledged 
through your prayers. Think right thoughts 
concerning God, then yours shall be the prayer 
of the righteous man. 

Now James says, the effectual prayer avail- 
eth much. What are effectual words? Are 
they not words in which you believe yourself? 
The effectual prayer must be those words of de- 
sire which carry in them the very answer and 
fulfillment of the petition breathed forth. 
“Whatsoever things ye desire when ye pray 
believe that ve receive them and ye will have 
them.” This is effectual prayer. Express the 
desire, then declare that you have that which 
you desire. Now is your prayer answered. 
If you put it in the future, in the future it will 
be. Jesus prayed, “Thy Kingdom Come” and 
He declared “The Kingdom of Heaven is at 
Hand.” and he directed his followers to say 
“The Kingdom of Heaven is at Hand,” whether 
they seemed to see it or not. And while they 
were yet speaking they proved their words, 
manifesting the jovs of heaven, health for sick- 
ness, peace for sorrow, joy for misery, bread 
for the hungry, wine for the thirsty, honors and 
kingly procession for the meek and lowly of 
heart. Pray effectually. Declare you have 
that which you desire. How can you do so? 
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Why may you doso? Is not all that you desire 
right around you? Is it not here? God is 
here, then Perfect Health is here, and whatever 
Good you desire. In God you live, move and 
have your being. Claim it. Tell the truth 
about it, and according to your faith will the 
prayer of faith be effectual. 

The fervent prayer availeth much. Oh! The 
fervor of a sincere, believing heart—the holy 
fire that ignites and streams forth from the ar- 
dent soul of the zealous man is the divine spark 
that is the very word of God himself. It is 
the prayer of the concentrated mind, the whole- 
hearted desire, the thought that excludes all 
but the Presence of the Eternal Good. It is 
this prayer that carries in itself the sure an- 
swer. It is, then, the concentrated energy, the 
creative word,-the “Let there be.” Then there 
may be but one word, but a breath and the law 
is fulfilled and “God saw that it was Good.” 

Cleanse the mind from doubt, lift all thy 
soul and all thy strength and all thy mind in thy 
petition; then may God work his own will with 
thee. Then may the Father will and work 
through thee do of his own good pleasure— 
then may he pour forth that which he has pre- 
pared for thee. Be fervent, be of one mind, 
be steadfast, be sure..

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“According to thy faith be it unto thee.’ 
“All things are possible to him that believes.” 

Faith is convinced mind. 

God is All. That which is not God is not— 
is. nothing. 

God is one eternal, changeless, everpresent, 
everywhere present. Therefore that which 
comes at my word—that which goes at my 
word—that which changes its conditions at my 
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word is not the One, the eternally changeless 
Omnipresence. 

What is it? It is the not-God—the nothing. 

When the secret of that statement is reveal- 
ed to the mind all power is given unto that 
mind. The dominion over all the earth and 
over all the things of the earth is the right and 
privilege of that mind. 

atanjali the East Indian writer of a little 
book of aphorisms tells us that to have ma- 
terial riches unfailing it is necessary to rid 
the mind of the idea of stealing. That to keep 
the mind’s eye fixed on some concealed object, 
nothing daunting, will bring that object inte 
plain sight. 

When mind is convinced or faith is fixed in 
its idea of Omnipresence, then it will be seen 
that all things and all people are simply the 
world-picture painted by words. Our words- 
our language formed it all. It is not the God 
formation. God out of his own substance crea- 
ted his world and pronounced it very good. He 
spoke the words that brought it into view. We 
speak the words that brings our world into 
view. If it is not good, we alone are to blame 
for it. We alone can redeem it. “We alone 
can sit on the right hand” until our enemies 
go down under our feet. I cannot “sit on the 
right hand” to put your enemies under your 
feet. Neither can you “sit on the right hand” 
to put my enemies under my feet. 

What are our enemies? Those creations 
which we see that stand as the world—pictures 
of what we have thought or spoken that was 
not true of the God Presence. 

What is “sitting on the right hand”? Train- 
ing our thoughts and words and deeds to be 
true to the God Presence, the Omnipresence, 
the One. 

The oriental sage said: “With a good 
thought for the first step; a good word for the 
second step; a good deed for the third step; I 
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entered Paradise.” 

Paradise is the God created world. “Eye 
hath not seen nor ear heard neither hath it en- 
tered into the heart of man to conceive” what 
that God creation is. Had we thought it, spo- 
ken it, acted it, we would have stepped our feet 
into it.

So the eyes 
or the ears report to me sickness somewhere 
remote or near at hand. The eyes and the 
ears keep on reporting and soon that other 
little servant comes in and says: “TJ feel sick.” 

My eyes or my ears report poverty as being 
remote or near at hand. They keep on report- 
ing until that third little servant comes in to 
say “I feel poor.” The eyes see, the ears hear 
what the mind is convinced of. If the mind is 
fixed in its belief of sin, sickness, death, pov- 
erty, trials and misfortunes, these servants. 
the senses, will keep on reporting them as be- 
ing everywhere present. 

Hence if we wish to have a different condi- 
tion of things, we must begin by convincing the 
mind of some different facts. 

When we have convinced the mind that there 
is One eternally changeless Omnipresence, it 
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will say to these servants when they come in 
with their reports of epidemics, disease and pan- 
ics of poverty: “No. Your reports are false. 
They cannot be true. I will not believe you. 
Look again. Listen again. Touch again. There 
is only the peace of God eternally fixen in every 
spot of the universe. There is only the bounty 
of God eternally fixed in every spot of the uni- 
verse. I am convinced that God the Good is 
Omnipresent. God the Good is not sick nor 
diseased, neither in want nor poverty. There- 
fore your reports are false. Go forth again. 
Look, listen, touch until you see, hear and feel 
only that Divine Substance everywhere present 
that is only life, peace, love, joy, forever and 
eternally changeless. 

“Now that I know the truth, I shall be no 
more deceived by your reports. I take down 
one by one the word curtains I have hung be- 
tween you and this Divine Presence I know is 
here. I no longer say there is sin, sickness, 
death, misery, poverty, sorrow, old age, feeble- 
ness, in this Divine Omnipresence. The heavy 
curtains I have woven and hung before you, 
through which you have been looking and lis- 
tening and feeling, are hereby rent asunder by 
my quick word of: ‘No. Itisnottrue! Look 
steadily. Listen quietly. Take firm hold upon 
the Substance. Accustom yourselves to the 
new order. Cease imagining the old order, 
See and hear and feel as I know. “There is 
One Lord and His name One.” Iknow. Iam 
convinced. No more can I be deceived by what 
you tell me. You must report back to me just 
what I tell you is true. There is only one God. 
You are my obedient servants. Therefore you 
must see God, hear God, smell God, taste God, 
touch God and God only.’ ” 

This is “sitting on the right hand.” This 
is being righteous. This is seeking the King- 
dom of God and His righteousness. This is 
seeing the world as God sees it—*Very Good.” 


Curing and Healing.

The question isasked, ‘Where do you place 
healing in this teaching that you call the Sci- 
ence of Being? You tell us nothing about get- 
getting well.” 

The question shows a common misapprehen- 
sion of what healing really is, the view held by 
many who have not made a careful study of 
the subject and have judged superficially. 

Healing means something more than “getting 
well;” more than getting rid, for the time being, 
of what is called a physical ailment. The Sci- 
ence of Being alone shows us what healing is 
and where it belongs, because it shows us the 
relation between the being, the soul and the 
body, the nature of each, and the ultimate to 
which they all cortribute. 

Healing is something that directly concerns 
the soul and only indirectly the body. Curing 
concerns the body directly and ignores the soul. 
Curing can never penetrate to and transform 
the soul. Healing is a change in the quality 
the soul. Healing will inevitably penetrate 
to and transform the body. Healing is a change 
in the quality of self-consciousness which must 
surely appear in body because “soul doth the 
body make.” Healing begins with a rooting 
out of the causes of illness which are in the 
soul and are foreign to its nature and destiny. 

Curing is covering over those causes, bury- 
ing them deeper in the soul. One can feel tem- 
porarily well by being cured. One can feel 
permanently well only by being healed. One 
can be cured by another. One can be healed 
only by co-operation with the help afforded by 
another. Curing is an act repeatedly and in- 
termittently performed by another. Healing 
is a steady growth due to keeping the condi- 
tions necessary to that growth. Curing in- 
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creases the liability to suffering. Healing 
steadily decreases the liability. Curing leaves 
the patient passive and inert. Healing rouses 
him to individual action and compels his own 
work. 

When we care more for being “made whole” 
than we do for “getting well” we shall be ready 
for healing; and when we are ready we are sure 
to have it. But when we have grown wise 
enough to recognize its nature, we do not mis- 
take curing for it, and do not expect the full 
result ina moment. We do expect, and we do 
gain, that transformation our self-idea, that 
change which can come “in the twinkling of 
an eye,” which is the basis for heuling. 

When we have grown wise we see health to 
be the synchronous action of all the senses, 
faculties, and powers of the being, and upon 
all planes of self-consciousness. We see that 
it is not possible to be physically in health un- 
less we are also mentally and morally, as well 
as spiritually in health; and that when the 
soul’s mortal sense is allowed to beget its off- 
spring, this offspring is the discord which 
makes all the mischief. Before we are wise we 
like to take our ease and are careless of the 
price we pay for it. But “when once the mas- 
ter of the house is risen up and has shut to the 
door” we are more watchful and are not wil- 
ling to pay the price of a temporary ease at the 
expense of future suffering. 

If there is any one point in the varying meta- 
physical teachings of the day when clear insight 
and understanding is necessary, it is the ques- 
tion of healing. “By their fruits ye shall know 
them” is so often quoted where what is called 
healing is sought as proof of the teaching. And 
those who clamor so loudly overlook the fact 
that there must be ability to recognize the 
fruits when they are produced. 

Without this ability they could not see heal- 
ing though it was going on around them all the 
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time. Without this ability they will constant- 
ly mistake curing for healing. Without this 
ability they will be content to be hypnotized 
into a temporary sense of ease. 

Do these “seek a sign?” “Verily there shall 
no sign. be given them save the sign of the 
prophet Jonah,’ the sign of resurrection. 
They will see the desired fruits which prove 
the tree good when their own souls begin to 
awake from the sense-sleep and they cry out, 
“What shall I do to be saved?” With this 
resurrection from the tomb of sense conscious- 
ness healing begins and not before. One can 
be cured and still sleep contentedly in that 
tomb. 

Another mistake is the belief that any hu- 
man being can heal us. No one ever did, can 
or will, and because of the nature of healing. 
That transformation and regeneration of the 
soul which is healing, is individual and not vi- 
carious. Not even Jesus Christ healed others. 
He was the mediator between the sense-soul 
and the truth that regenerated it. He spoke 
the word, and the truth He spoke did its own 
work in the soul ready to be made whole. 

How shall you get well? By keeping the 
conditions for soul-growth. The first one is, 
get the true self-idea, the immaculate concep- 
tion of what you are. The second is concen- 
tration; and this means holding your thoughts 
to this ideal—From the Exodus.

LESSON 6.—August 9, 
DAVID’S VICTORIES.—2 Samuel 10: 8-19. 


8. And the children of Ammon came out, and put 
the battle in array at the entering in of the gate: and 
the Syrians of Zoba, and of Rehob, and Ishtob, and 
Maacah, were by themselves in the field. 

9. When Joab saw that the front of the battle was 
against him before and behind, he chose of all the 
choice men of Israel, and put them in array against 
the Syrians. 

10. And the rest of the people he delivered into 
the hand of Abishai his brother, that he might put 
them in array against the children of Ammon. 

11. And he said, If the Syrians be too strong for 
me, then thou shalt help me: but if the children of 
Ammon be too strong for thee, then I will come and 
help thee. 

12. Be of good courage, and let us play the men 
for our people, and for the cities of our God: and the 
Lord do that which seemeth him good. 

13. And Joab drew nigh, and the people that were 
with him, unto the battle against the Syrians: and 
they fled before him. 

14. And when the children of Ammon saw that the 
Syrians were fled, then fled they also before Abishai, 
and entered into the city. So Joab returned from the 
children of Ammon, and came to Jerusalem. 

15. And when the Syrians saw that they were 
smitten before Israel, they gathered themselves to- 
gether. 

16. And Hadarezer sent, and brought out the 
Syrians that were beyond the river; and they came to 
Helam: and Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hadarezer went before them. 

17. And when it was told David, he gathered all 
Israel together, and passed over Jordan, and came to 
Helam. And the Syrians set themselves in array 
against David, and fought with him. 

18. And the Syrians fled before Israel; and David 
slew the men of seven hundred chariots of the Syrians, 
and forty thousand horsemen, and smote Shobach the 
aecptain of their host, who died there. 

19. And whe all the kings that were servants to 
Hadarezer saw that they were smitten before Israel, 
they made peace with Israel, and served them. So 
the Syrians feared to help the children of Ammon 


any more. 
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GOLDEN TEXT.—The Lord is my light and 
my salvation; whom shall I fear?—Psa. 27:1. 


The events of the Hebrew history recorded 
in the scriptures, must be regarded as standing 
for positive Spiritual activities in us, rather 
than as a mere historical record. In all histo- 
ry there is always so strong an element of un- 
certainty that one of our ablest writers and 
orators has said that “history is a record of 
events that never occurred.” 

Divine Inspiration of the scriptures was not 
given merely for history’s sake; that were a 
matter of smaller moment. 

Inspiration is a spiritual revelation of (spir- 
itual) Truth presented to the human mind un- 
der various symbolisms; and these figurative 
portrayals find their exact fulfillment in hu- 
man experience in all ages. Unlike history, 
Truth thus presented, contains no element of 
uncertainty. The symbol always finds its 
spiritual counterpart in human hearts; while 
history, having once had its day is forever after- 
ward only valuable as effete retrospection. 

To read scripture as history, is to stumble 
at “the letter that killeth;” to read it as the 
record of heart experience, is to catch “the 
spirit that giveth life.” “My words are life to 
those that find them, and health to all their 
flesh.”—Pr. 4:22. As the portrayal of heart 
experiences they are a marvel of beauty and 
accuracy. 

Thus the experiences of David are our own 
experience in spiritual thought,—that is, if 
we have advanced to that plane of conscious- 
ness. His remarkable advancement is the 
growth and development of the David con- 
sciousness,—the consciousness of Love dom- 
inant. 

In this lesson his battles and victories are 
our own overcomings in this consciousness; 


showing that Love subdues all enemies, all hate 
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and malice, all bitterness and revenge, all envy 
and jealousy, and everything antagonistic to 
itself. 

&. In the David consciousness one does not 
wage a war of conquest, because Love sees no 
enemy until it obtrudes itself on his notice by 
attack; then he goes forth to battle overcoming 
and slaying his enemies, thereby extending 
his dominion. The “Ammonites” are descend- 
ants of Lot through his incestuous son, Ben- 
Ammi; and they stand for thoughts of jealousy, 
for they misinterpret David’s (Love) motives. 
—(2.Sam.10.1:7.) This progenitor of the “Am- 
monites” was concieved in misunderstanding. 
On the destruction of Sodom, Lot’s daughters 
were moved to their incestuous act through the 
mistaken notion that they were the only survi- 
vors of the race—(Gen. 19:30-38). It is a mis- 
conception that jealousy is the perversion of a 
high and noble idea; for “a jealous God” is an 
expression denoting God’s uncompromising 
fixedness in Truth. This idea perverted 
through mortal mind’s misconception of 
Truth, is the birth of the “Ammonites” (jeal- 
ousy), Who “put the battle in array” against 
Love. These “Ammonite” thoughts are very 
selfish and insulting. They fight “at the enter- 
ing in at the gate” of their own city, within 
selfs domain, cowardly. 

The “Syrians” are carnal mind’s thoughts 
in general, always “enmity against God, * * * 
and not subject to the law of God.” They 
manifest an open hostility—“in the field.” 

9, 10. The faithful individual in this con- 
sciousness brings to his aid thoughts kindred to 
Love (David’s cousins): They are “Joab” 
(God, his Father) and “Abishai” (God's gift or 
grace). 

11. That is, in the David or Love conscious- 
ness, we are absolutely invincible as long as we 
realize our Divine Sonship (Joab) and God’s abi- 
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ding Grace (.Abishai). These thoughts are co- 
operative in the extermination of evil thoughts 
and their manifestations. 

12. They are leaders competent to marshal 
all our spiritual forces and so handle them 
(“play the men”) as to bring into manifestation 
perfect bodily conditions (“for the cities of our 
God”). This is possible of accomplishment 
when we work in the understanding that the 
Divine Will is the only will (“Let God do as 
He will’). 

13. When we advance on any claim of mortal 
mind—if we are “rooted and grounded” in 
Love, realizing our Divine Sonship and know- 
ing only the Divine Will, that false claim will 
quickly disappear (“they fled before him’). 

14. In like manner the understandimg of the 
Grace of God (Abishai) easily puts to flight all 
“Ammonite” thoughts, for jealousy cannot ex- 
ist where there is the atmosphere of Divine fa- 
vor. 

15, 16. A single victory over evil thoughts 
or over their manifestation in unhealthy con- 
ditions, is not always a final victory; the false 
claim may again return to the attack rein- 
forced by the whole force of mortal mind, new 
officers for a desperate onslought; which ar- 
rouses us to heroic battle. 

17. The David consciousness now marshals 
all the spiritual forces (“All Israel”) against 
the whole force of the “Syrians” (mortal mind). 

18. In this battle royal, the hosts of “Israel” 
thus officered, and this time led by Love (David) 
make the hosts of sin flee precipitately; and 
the completeness of the slaughter of our foes 
within is indicated by the symbolic numbers, 
“700 charioteers and 40,000 horsemen” (7x10x 
10 and 4x10x10x10x10). 

19. By this great battle of “Gog and Magog,” 
we have exterminated the hosts of sin; and we 
find that “the kingdoms of this world (repre- 
sented by the petty kingdoms of Syria) have 
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become the kingdom of our Lord and His 
Christ.” Mortal mind overthrown is hence- 
forth subordinate to the spiritual. This com- 
plete dominion shall be ours if we abide in 
Love until it subdues all evil thoughts and 
manifestations of inharmony, bringing the 
“peace that passeth understanding,” and 
“the manifestation of Sons of God.” 


LESSON 7.—August 16. 


DAVID’S CONFESSION AND FORGIVENESS. 
—Psalm 32:1-11, 


1 Blessed is he whose transgression is forgiven, 
whose sin is covered. 

2. Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord im- 
puteth not iniquity, and in whose spirit there is no 
guile. 

3. When I kept silence, my bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day long. 

4. For day and night thy hand was heavy unto 
me: my moisture is turned into the drought of 
summer. Selah. 

5. I acknowledged my sin unto thee, and mine 
iniquity have I not hid. I said, I will confess my 
transgressions unto the Lord; and thou forgavest the 
iniquity of my sin. Selah. 

6. For this shall every one that is godly pray unto 
thee in a time when thou mayest be found: surely in 
the floods of great waters they shall not come nigh 
unto him. 

7. Thou art my hiding place; thou shalt preserve 
me from trouble; thou shalt compass me about with 
sengs of deliverance. Selah. 

8. I will instruct thee and teach thee in the way 
which thou shalt go: I will guide thee with mine eye 

9. Be ye not as the horse, or as the mule, which 
have no understanding: whose mouth must be held in 
with bit and bridle, lest they come near unto thee. 

10. Many sorrows shall be to the wicked: but he 
that trusteth in the Lord, mercy shall compass him 
about. 

11. Be glad in the Lord, and rejoice, ye righteous: 
and shout for joy, all ye that are upright in heart. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—Create in me a clean heart, 
O God! and renew a right spirit within me.—Isa. 
51:10 
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1. Omitting words in italics as not in the 
original text, the first verse will read: “blessed 
transgression forgiven, sin covered ;” or blessed 
is the consciousness of freedom from condem- 
nation—“blessed is conscious innocence.” 

Born and reared in the consciousness of sin 
and death—the sense-consciousness, its false 
claims “have grown with our growth and 
strengthened with our strength,” until we find 
ourselves in the most abject Egyptian bond- 
age, through the falsity of a consciousness, 
the law of whose action is, “the law of sin and 
death.” 

2. In this apparently inextricable bondage 
under the law, the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
comes to us “to redeem us from the curse of 
the law” and set us free. 

The acceptance of this Gospel and its en- 
trance into the heart, is the ushering in of a new 
and higher consciousn ’ss, Whose law is“the Law 
of the Spirit of Life,’which abrogates and an- 
nuls the old false “law of sin and death’—thus 
“bringing Life and Immortality to Light,” as 
already the fact of being. 

This conscious deliverance from the intoler- 
able bondage of error and sin, and coming into 
the consciousness of Life and peace, is forgive- 
ness. The law of the old consciousness was 
condemnation and death. In the conscious- 
ness of Life, the voice of Truth says: “I came 
not to condemn the world, but that the world 
through me might be saved.” “Neither do I 
condemn thee,’—a sinner under the law. The 
individual in this consciousness sees that he 
is “blessed” because he knows that “the Lord 
imputeth not iniquity.”—‘Not imputing their 
trespasses unto them’—2d Cor. 5:19. In this 
consciousness we know that we are verily. 
“Sons of God,” “in whose spirit is no guile.” 

3. In the old consciousness, Conscience has 
ruled us with a rod of iron and made us speech- 
less (“I kept silence”) before its merciless con- 
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demnation; and the “fire” or consuming fear 
has “burned” continually within our hearts. 
This is “hell fire” of the consciousness of sin 
and death, where the merciless tyrant, con- 
science, reigns. We must be delivered from 
this cruel “voice of conscience”, by obeying the 
omnipotent but “still, smal! voice” of the Spir- 
it which forever “imputeth not iniquity,” but 
speaks only of Love, Life and Truth. 

Under the lashings of this merciless tyrant, 
so great has been our unrest that, through our 
“roaring all the day long” in rebellion against 
such bitter bondage, our “bones,” the fixed con- 
cretions of thought (consciousness) have “wax- 
ed old,” even to the point of disintegration.— 
“That which is old is ready to vanish away”—- 
(Heb. 8:13), to give place to a better plane of 
thought, a consciousness that shall afford the 
peace of full satisfaction. 

4, Like Job, we have even “cursed God” by 
calling the heavy strokes of conscience “God's 
hand heavy upon us,” thus ignorantly “imput- 
ing sin” unto God. The blasphemy involved 
in this thought brings us to the point of con- 
fession of sin, as we see the falsity of the old 
thought. We must empty ourselves of this 
condemnatory consciousness by confession; we 
must “pour out before the Lord” all guilt, even 
the entire range of thought of that old con- 
sciousness, and thereby prepare the mind for 
the free and unobstructed influx of the Holy 
Spirit, filling the mind with the joy and peace 
of perfect satisfaction. 

This transition from the dominancy of the 
sense-consciousness to the peaceful reign of the 
Christ-consciousness we call “forgiveness ;” it is 
“blessedness.” 

6. For this consciousness of perfection, “shall 
every one that is godly pray?” The sinner self 
cannot and never does pray for this high con- 
sciousness. It is “every one that is godly” 
who offers true prayer that Spirit hears; it is 
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the “godly” or holy Divine self who prays for 
the manifestation of Christ in the flesh. It is 
only through the recognition of the Divine 
within that we are able to reach this Divine De- 
gree, in which “the floods of great waters shall 
not come nigh unto us. 

7. And where we shall find that God is “a 
hiding-place” from all the evils of a false con- 
sciousness; where we are “preserved from 
trouble;” and protectingly “compassed about 
with songs of deliverance ;” 

& Where Omniscience “instructs us in the 
way which we should go,” “the steps of a good 
man are ordered of the Lord, and where the 
All-seeing Eye of Omnipresence carefully 
guides us.” 

9. This High Degree is never attained through 
the sense-consciousness, because that con- 
sciousness is “as the horse or mule which hath 
no understanding.” In that understanding- 
less consciousness, men “curb themselves with 
bridle and bit, lest they come nigh unto thee.” 
—“We will not have this man to rule over us, 
they say. 

10. “Many sorrows” are in the sense-con- 
sciousness; but “he that trusteth in Spirit, mer- 
cy shall defend him.” 

11. Therefore, “be glad in the Lord and re. 
joice, ve righteous, and shout for joy, all ye up 
right in heart.”

HOW TO CONDUCT MEETINGS. 

From several directions this month have come 
requests for order of exercises in Sunday meetings. 
We have personally answered them all by giving the 
usual program of our meetings here, which will in 
a general way serve as guide for the inexperienced. 
There are doubtless others who contemplate starting 
meetings and for thir benefit we give the following 
as the usual way we conduct ours: 

While the congregation is cating several songs 
are sung. The meeting is then formally opened with 
silent prayer, or silent meditation upon some state- 
ment or passage of Scripture given out by the leader. 
Next singing, followed by the Lord’s Prayer repeated 
in concert aloud; then silently. We then distribute 
copies of Unity to each person and read the Bible 
Lesson text for the day—the leader reading the first 
verse, the congregation the second, and so on through. 
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Then each verse is taken up and in a general discus- 
sion, in which all present take part, the inner meaning 
is brought out and applied in the most practical way 
consistent with the Science of Mind, based upon man’s 
relation to God. We impress upon everybody the 
necessity of taking part in the discussion, and we 
find that those who are the most backward frequently 
bring out points that escape the leaders. It is under- 
stood of course that a leader has been by common 
consent selected, whose duty it is to give general 
direction to the meeting. After the lesson has been 
discussed the allotted time, usually about one hour; 
collection is taken up to meet expenses, during which 
the leader makes any announcements that may be 
sent in. Sometimes we have a solo or other voluntary 
during the collection. Then ail rise and sing some 
familiar hymn—the benediction is pronounced either 
silently or audibly, as suits the leader, and the con- 
sregation disperses. 

This order of exercises is not always adhered to 
because we are not subject to any set form, but change 
to suit our convenience. 


HINTS TO PATIENTS. 
Don't allow yourself to get angry, petulant or even 
impatient. 
Don't allow envy, malice, revenge or resentment 
a place in your mind. Such emotions set up cross- 


currents in the consciousness that reflect upon the 
body and its tissues, coagulating the blood and demor- 
alizing the nervous system. Many cases are recorded 
where the milk of a mother recently angry has poisoned 
the nursing child. Abcesses, tumors, cancers, and like 
appearances are the vents on the innocent body of 
the violent mental throes within. Remember that 
every thought and emotion must in due time express 
itself. 

Cultivate patience, forbearance and love, “x 
soft answer turneth away wrath” is a truth of far- 
reaching importance. Therefore think only loving 
thoughts, especially for those who may have wronged 
you. 

Don’t brood over the things of the past or the 
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present. Many a soul is secretly hugging some fancied 
or real injury, and ignorantly, suffering the conse- 
quence in a diseased body. 

Don't let an accusing conscience nag you. Make 
peace with thine enemy quickly. Lay it all before 
the Lord, and it will be forgiven and its effects 
disappear. 

Dismiss all such evidences of a lack of under- 
standing of the divine harmonies of your being by your 
word of “denial,” and affirm your unity with the 
Omunipresent Spirit of Peace, Joy and Love. 

Don’t read books or newspapers containing descrip- 


tions of accidents, scandals, diseases, or any of the 


mortal brood of errors. 

Read and think only of the good, the true, the 
pure, the beautiful, and attirm yourself to.be one 
with these, the only real states of God and man. 

Don't talk about your disease, your troubles, your 
poverty. Do not mention those appearances in others. 

“Talk about the abundance of everything for the 
use of man, Talk about the fact that health is the 
normal state and that it is much more apparent than 
disease. Think and talk about the many ways that 
health and harmony may be made manifest through 
holding right thoughts and speaking true words. 

Many ask how these states of mind are made mani- 
fest in body. It is this way: Your body is both 
invisible and visible. The invisible part is sometimes 
ealled the subjective consciousness. The basis of its 
form is the cell. Through the process of thinking 
you build into your brain and body millions of little 
cells that are endowed with just that quality of energy 
and intelligence which your Word gives them. When 
you say, “I deny the belief in poverty or lack in myself 
and those about me” these little cells with one accord 
fall away from the “poverty consciousness; then 
when you affirm “The ‘inexhaustible abundance of 
Almighty God is now manifest in and through me,” 
every cell swiftly flies to that true centre in your con- 
sciousness, and each glows with a magnetic impulse 
that eventually attracts to you that which you desire. 

When you brood over your troubles, losses or fail- 
ures, these little cells take on that state of mind and in 
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due time reflect it upon your body. When your mind 
dwells upon disease and you talk about it, you are 
filling those millions of cells with images of disease 
and they will reflect it back into your consciousness 
and you will come to look upon disease as a necessary 
evil, instead of a passing illusion. If you say, “I am 
weak,” or “I am tired,” these little cells throughout 
your body fly apart like magic and a great lassitude 
takes possession of you. But if you say, “I am strong 
and vigorous with the strength and vigor of the Spirit” 
they rush to the centre of tension and array themselves 
like bands of living steel throughout your whole 
organism. 

Not only those mentioned but each and every 
thought or emotion that you experience in daily life 
effects these little centres of energy and intelligence, 
and you must in due time get the result. A man shall 
be held accountable for his lightest word. 

If you are harboring grief, fear, avarice, anger, 
jealousy, lust, rest assured that they will show forth 
in bodily congestion, constipation, inflammation, 
paralysis, and the may forms of fleshly discord. 

But you can dissolve them. The Word of Truth 
is powerful to the destruction of every error. Your 
true and good thoughts are bearing their fruit, too. 
and you shall get the reflection in harmony, joy and 
peace for every thought and word of love and truth. 

There is one mental condition that is causing two- 
thirds of the ills of the race, yet it is widely ignored 
as a causing factor; that is sex-lust. Deny its power 
over you and affirm, “I am in dominion. I am centred 
in Christ, and the purity, peace and love of the Holy
